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Humbly relying on the favour of heaven in a righteous 
cauſe, and confiding in the Juſtice and intrepidity of our 
injured fellow-citizens, we from neceflity embraced the 
expedient of emitting paper money on the faith of the 
United States, for the expences of the war, an expedient 
which had often been ſucceſsfully practiſed in ſeparate 


- fates, while we were ſubjected to Britiſh domination. 
The implacable vengeance with which we have been put- 
ſued has compelled us to the moſt ſtrenuous and nnremit- 


ted efforts. Large iflues of money were of conſequence 
indipenſably neceſſary, and the paper currency multiplied 
beyond what was competent for the purpoſes of a circulat- 


ing medium. This alone could not fail to diſcredit it in 


ſome degree, the arts of an unprincipled enemy have en- 
creaſed the miſchief. In diſpair of ſubduing the free ſpi- 


Tits of America by the force of arms or inttägues of nego- 
tiation, as their laſt effort they have had recourſe to fraud. 


Their emiſſaries have been employed in a variety of ar- 
tifices to debaſe our money, and to raiſe the price of com. 
modities. The fears and apprebenſfions of the people have 


been alarmed by miſrepreſentations, while our enemies of 


the highelt rank have not heſitated to counterfeit the bills 
of credit/and diſperſe them through the United States. 
Such being the embarraſſments which interrupt a free 
circulation of our paper money, they loudly call for a re- 
medy, and Congreſs from a regard to good faith, to pri- 
vate juſtice and to public ſafety are bound to apply it. 
Happily by a combination of auſpicious events every ob- 
ſtacle is removed, and the means placed within our reach. 
Thoſe hoſtile armies which attempted to enflave us, no 
longer formidable, are waſted and diſperſed. Our iude- 
pendence 1s eſtabliſhed on a firm baſis. Our reſpective go- 


vernments, which compoſe the union, are ſetiJed and in 


the vigorous exerciſe of uncontrouled authority. An alli. 
ance on terms of perfect equality is formed with one of the 
greateſt nations on earth; and freed in a high degree from 
external aſſaults we have leiſure to direct our attention to 
oeconomy and our reſources to ſupport the public credit. 
To raiſe the value of our paper money and to redeem 
it will not, we are perſuaded, be difficult, nor to check and 
defeat the pernicious currency of counterfeits impractica- 


ble; both require a far leſs ſhare of public virtue and 


public vigilance than have diſtinguiſhed this arduous con- 


Without 
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Without public inconvenience- or private diſtreſs the 
whole of the debt incurred in paper emiſſions to this day 


may be cancelled by taxes; it may be cancelled in a pe- 
' riod ſo limited as muſt leave the poſſeſſor of the bills ſa- 


tisfied with his ſecurity, and if by a continuance of the 
war, the public ſervice ſhould demand further emiſſions, 


they too may be cancelled within the ſame period; it be- 


ing evident that our ability to ſuſtain a tax muſt encreaſe 
in proportion to the quantity of money in circulation. 
The danger from counterfeits can only be avoided by 
calling in and exchanging the emiſſions, which have chief- 
ly ſuffered by that ſpecies of fraud. To publiſh the marks 


of detection and ſtill to leave the true bilis current will 


not be prudent, as it muſt afford an opportunity of correct- 


ing defects and cheating more ſecurely. 


To defend the emiſſion intended ſor the exchange front 
counterfeir, the ſtrongeſt guards will be deviſed, and ic 


is expected that the maiks of authenticity will be ſo obvi- 


ous, and the difficulty of ſncceſsfu? imitation ſo great as 
to diſcourage the attempt or elude its effects 
Upon thoſe weighty conſiderations Congreſs have a-
